Mayor William F. Edelmuth was 


first elected'mayor of the city in 
1941, when he defeated- Mayor' C 
J. Heiselman by'273 votes, in a 
hotly contested election. 


Again in 1943, Mayor Edelmuth 


defeated City Judge -Matthew V. 
Cahill for mayor by 612 votes. 
• The mayor.is the first Democrat 
to be elected to that office for a 
third 'successive term, although 
the late Morris Block served the 
city three terms for mayor. 


Mayor Block first served from 


1902 
to 1905, and 19 years later, 


in 1924 he was again elected 
mayor on the Democratic ticket 
and served 'until November 7. 
1926, when his term suddenly end- 
ed with his death and Alderman- 
al-largc Edgar J. Dempsey. who 
had been sen ing as acting mayor 
during Block's illness, became 
mayor.
